Nor is it correct to say that the sole custom- 
ers for American breadstuffs—for a “ barrel 
of flour” means all kinds of cereals—among 
the Latin-Americans will perhaps be the West 
Indies ana Brazil. So far as the dwellers on 
the islands .in the Caribbean Sea and on the 
stiores of the Gulf of Mexico are concerned 
there is no “ perhaps”’ about it. The United 
States will have the uncontested privilege of 
furnishing them with cereals. The heavy and 
rapidly growing trade with Mexico is and will 
remain in the.exclusive possession of this 
country. And as the American millers can 
gtind up wheat into floar more cheaply than 
it can be done anywhere in South America 
they have a decided advantage over the men 
who turn Argentine wheat into flour. * Bread 
and Biscuit” is another item of South Amer- 
idan imports which is growing in importance, 
the British West Indies alone taking six and a 
half million pounds. In that business there 
need be no fear of Argentine competition or 
of that of any other South American country. 

The reciprocity policy is lowering the duties 
on corn as well as wheat products. Of the 
corh-meal now exported about half goes to 
‘countries with which reciprocity agreements 


have been or will"be made. The reduction of 


those duties will be followed bya rapid in- 
crease in the exports of corn products. The 
tropics have breadstuffs of their own, but they 
are inferior in flavor to those of temperate 
Climates, and hence it is that there is such an 
eagerness in Southern countries for the latter, 
and that they are steadily winning their way. 
The Brazilian or the Cuban will eat bananas 
if he can get nothing else, but he will take 
wheat flour the minute it comes within his 
means, The reduction of the duties will per- 
mit those who consumé a little now to con- 
sums much more, and tnose who have not 
been able to buy at all will become pur- 
chasers; And while there is a geographical 
line south of which it will be cheaper to buy 
Argentine than American wheat, yet as flour- 
making can be carried on more cheaply here 
than in Argentine, the points where the flour 
of the two countries will meet in competition 
will be farther south than those where the un- 
ground wheat will com pete. 


..... FIOTITIOUS PROSPERITY. 

The Denver Mining Exchange Journal says 
the mines of Colorado are turning out more 
ore now than ever before and “if the Free 
Silver Coinage bill becomes a law we shall see 
better'times hére than we ever did.”” Then it 
proceeds to say what that measure would do 
for Gclorado. which now produces $30,000,000 
wortheof silver annually and about as much 
value in gold. It tells its readers that: 

Free coinage will iacrease the value of silver 
nearly 30 per cent, or nearly $10,000,000, making 
the value of the present output $40,000,000; then 
the stimulas thus given to the mining industry 
would double the amount of the product, thus 
making a clear gain of $50,000,000. 

It iadifficult to understand how any sane 
man can entertain the idea that throwing open 
the mints to the silver owners would increase 
the actual value of their product. That the 
nominal talus would be augmented by nearly 
30 per cent abay be admitted, but the pur- 
chasmg power of each dollar would be 25 per 
cent less than at preserit, and what would be 
gained. by such achange except in the pay- 
ment of three-juarters of outstanding indebt- 
edness and. acanceliatior of the rest?

CAUSE AND EFFECT. 

A great many errors have been committed 
by confounding coincidences with causes. 
This is not less true in the domain of science 
tian in. politics, and the tendency to make 
such a blunder ig as strongly marked with 
some people as if there had been no widening 
out of the reasoning processes within the last 
two or three centuries. Sometimes this is par- 
donable, sometimes not. One can scarcely 
wonder that the party of men who set out to 
bombard the air in Western Texas in the hope 
of causing. a rainfall should claim the first 
experiment to have been a success, seeing it 
was followed seventeen hours later by a 
copious rain, being the first in that vicinity 
for several months past and in a section 
where rain in midsummer is rather an excep- 
tion than the rule, 

The meteorological reports tell that for 
several days previously a region of low barom- 
eter had hung around the Southwest. This 
moved eastward and was fol'owed by a high 
barometer with lower temperature, the re- 
sult being rain on the 9th and 10th at Santa 
Fé, Abilene, Palestine, Galveston, and other 
points to the east and northeast of the Mid- 
land ranch. Theday of the experiment a 
terrible storm swept over De Witt and Lee 
Counties, Texas, unroofing and throwing down 
houses and killing live stock. Undoubtedly 
these storms and similar visitations at cther 
places resulted from the cyclone conditions 
that had been established by nature irrespect- 
ive of the puny efforts of man to control the 
elements, and the fact that the rain-makmg 
party got ready just in time to work with the 
elements instead of against them was purely 
an accident. 

There is less excuse for those who have re- 
cently claimed that the advance in the price 
of breadstuffs and the decline in the prices of 
cotton goods aredue tothe passage of the 
McKinley bill last year; when it had no more 
to do with either than has the fly on the wheel 
with making the catriage go forward. Any 
ordinarily well-informned' observer of the situ- 
ation knows that our grain of the crops of 
last year sold high on account of the small 
quantity to be sold, the yiela of cereals in the 
United States in 1890 being about 26 per cent 
less than in 1889. It was the relation of sup- 
ply todemand that regulated the price, and 
the same cause is at work now; though we 
have big crops this year the whole of our sur- 
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counections, the openings in the curb walls 
were not filled up, the pavements were not 
relaid. Nothing was done by the company to 
carry out honestly ite contract under the or- 
dinance, , 

No wonder, then, that Supt. Burke exclaimed 
yesterday: “I don’t believe this company 
means business.”’ It does not. The ordinance 
is being willfully violated, and Commissioner 
Aldrich would be justified in stopping further 
operations until the company is prepared to 
give proof of ite good faith.

SIGNS THAT THE EPIDEMIC Is DYING OUT. 

When an epidemic like the grip is sweep- 
ing through the country it ends first where it 
first began. It is natural that something of 
the same kind should happen with those eco- 
nomic delusions which occasioually pass over | 
a country. Therefore one might be justified 
in looking to the State of Kansas first for evi- 
dences of a reaction from the Farmers’ Alli- 
ance craze, Which raged there last fall. Such 
evidences are beginning to appear, and one of 
them is the fact that Democrats and Republic- 
ans are uniting this year in the selection of 
candidates for Judges in the hope that the Al- 
liance may not be able to elect a solitary one.

One of the Farmers’ Alliance can- 
didates has laid down the principle that “tho 

rignts of the user are paramount to those of 
the owner.”’ That is, the individual who has 
bought a farm, made a payment of a third, 
and settled on it, has all the rights on his side 
and may keep the land, though he refuses ut- 
terly to pay the remaining two-thirds of the 
purchase money. The person who has. bor- 
rowed a school-teacher’s savings and bought 
land with it may retain the undisturbed pos- 
session, though he néver repays her a cent. ”

ALE ON COLUMBUS. 
é ‘Discoverer Deliv- 


Eloquent Tribute to : th 
ered at Cha 
Cnavravgua, N’Y., A 
Dr. Edward Everett Hale’s lecture on Colum- 
bus here today was one of the: finest ever de- 
livered at Chautauqua. Dr, Hale has been 
engaged during the last year in the study of 
the life of Columbus from the explorer’s own 
narrative, and undertwok to deliver in brief 
the results of his work. He began by saying 
that Columbus is recognized as one of the 
half dozen men who: have’ visibly changed 
the destiny and histery. of the world. Ina 
certain sense every man changes it, but there 
are only four or five who have wrought 
this so suddenly and visibly 
can be singl wut from 
rest. Little wonder that 
world takes from the life of Columbus one of 
its favorite illustrations of the absolute power 
of faith. The speaker dwelt on four critical 


incidents in the great explorer’s life. each | 


picturesque and important—the first when 
Columbus was recalled by Isabella after he 
had been rejected at Court, when the Queen 
pledged her jewels; the second was the mo.- 
ment of the discovery itself and the gorgeous 
reception that followed Columbus’ return 
home; the third in contrast to the other two, 
when Columbus returned home actually in 
chains; and the last of the series of ** pictures 
for our gallery,”’ as Mr. Hale called them, 
was the story of what might be called Colum- 
bus’ exile while he was waiting at Jan:aica for 
relief after the fourth vonaye. 

Regarding the results of Columbus’ life, Mr. 
Hale said that at that moment Europe wontld 
have died if it coulda not burst. its bonds. It 
had new life and it must have some field for 
its energy, and some scene where it could de- 
velop nobler institutions than it had known 
before. It was ordered that America should 
open itself for the great experiment of this 
new life. South America should show what 
the Catholic church could do fh the line of 
civilizing a desert, and North Anjierica should 
show’what the new born church of the future 
would do. For the great lesson of Democracy 
there was needed a field wide enough for its 
triumphs. for the experiment of equal 
rights to each man there was needed a virgin 
land, where none knew feudal restrictions. 
For the experiment of peace there was needed 
a continent where the United States, the great- 
est peace society the world has ever seen, 
might be possible. All these opportunities 
were given in the discovery of America, which 
loves and honors the man whose faith and 
courage called America into bemg. What 
wonder that it celebrates the beginning of the 
new century with such tributes of pride and 
hope as the world has never seen before! -
